SUBJECT: SOVIET EMBASSY OFFICER RE VLADIVOSTOK COMMUNIQUE 

1. FOR WHAT IT MAY BE WORTH, WE NOTE THAT SOVIET EMBASSY LINE 
HERE ON VLADIVOSTOK SUMMIT EMPHASIZES COMMUNIQUE REFERENCE TO 
"HOPE THAT OTHER STATES WOULD CONTRIBUTE TO IT (STRATEGIC ARMS 
LIMITATION PROCESS) AS WELL," AND RELATES THIS POINT PARTICU- 

LJLY TO FRANCE. 

2. IN CONVERSATION WITH EMBASSYOFFICER NOVEMBER 27, SOVIET 
COUNSELOR STATSKEVICH VOICED THIS PARTICULAR EMPHASIS AND SAID 
SOVIET GOVERNMENT IS CASTING AROUND FOR WAYS TO INDUCE FRENCH 
TO BEGIN INVOLVING THEMSELVES IN SALT PROCESS. THE SOVIET 
OFFICER RELATED THIS EFFORT TO PLANNING FOR THE NEXT BREZHNEV 
VISIT TO PARIS AND SAID SOVIETSTHINK FRENCH ECONOMIC 
DIFFICULTIES MIGHT MAKE FRENCH MORE SUSCEPTIBLE THAN THEY 
SEEMED EARLIER. 

3. ANOTHER VIEW OF THIS SOVIET DIPLOMAT: 

-GOVERNMENTS OF ROMANIA AND FRANCE PROPERLY AVOID 
PUBLIC USE OF LABEL "SUPER-POWERS" BUT GOVERNMENTS 
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OF SWEDEN AND CHINA ARE SHOWING LESS RESTRAINT. 
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4. COMMENT: THIS REMARK SUGGESTS SWEDEN HAS INDED SLIPPED FROM 
SOVIET GOOD GRACES OF LATE.
